For the improvement of tho Ocmulgee river 
this ceacon there is available $7,500, which will 
be expended in the removal of gravel bars, 
rock recfs, overhanging trees, and other 0- 
structions from the stream. There has been 
spent in this work $57,000, and it has resulted 
in securing ® good navigable channel between 
Hawkinsville and the jauction of the Ovzonoe, 
while many of the most serious obstrictions 
have been removed. It will require an outlay 
of $48,000 to complete the improvement. 

The Ocenee river improvement will be car- 
ried on With $9,000. There has been used in 
work $25 499 and it has resulted, the engia- 
cers s8y, in & condition of channel that enables 
steamboats to ran on a stage of water four 
feet lower than that at which navigation 
was possible before improvement. The moans 
gvailable will be used in cutting through the 
rock reefs where necessary, and the removal of 
chanre! obstructions, in order to carry forward 
the prejcct to obtain three feet at low water 
from the mouth of the riverto Mi'ledgeville, 
It wil] teke $17,500 to complete the work. 

The Flint river improvement has a pretty 
gocd sizcd sum to its credit, and heuesa good 
desl of work can be done this season. The

WAflINGTON, May 6.—The interstate com- 
merce commissson has received an application

He is Growing Much Stronger in that State 
Every Day. 

New York, May 6 —[Special.}—Hon. John 
S. Barbour, of Virginie, wasat the Fifsh ave- 
nue hotel today. ‘To Tar CONSTITUTION Cor- 
respond ent ho said: ‘ 

“Vresident Cleveland has grown stronger in 
Virginia since our last election, The republi- 
cans gsined in congressmen because the dem- 
ccrats were displeased with the way the presi- 
dent dispensed the offices, Those he has ap- 
pointed are not democrats who worked hard 
ior his election.

LevIsvILLeE, Ky, May 6-—Jobn J. Corneil- 
son, who assaulted and cowhided Judge Raid, 
causing him to commit suicide, and who was 
centenced to jail for three years, has been rae- 
leased on a writ of habeas corpus by Magistrate 
Steffer.

SQUARE DEALING: 


REMARKABLE STORY ABOUT A 
L EBT OF HONOR. E 


A Merchant Leaves His Business in the Hands of His 
Bookkeeper and Goes North-Over Twenty 
Years afterward He KRocelves Nearly & 
Million Dollars as Profit, E:c. 


New HAvEN, Conn., May 6.—The Register 
tonight prints a remarkable story of financial 
integrity on the part of a southern capitalist 
which stands without a parallel in the commer- 
cial history of the country. The names of the 
principals are withheld, but the eminent re- 
epectability of the counsel in the case, ex-Jud 
Luzon B. Morris, of this city, is a sufficient 
guarantee of its truthfulness. The} Register 
says that at the beginning of the civil war a 
wesltby southern grocer, who had recently 
taken his young bookkeeper into partnership, 
fearing that his property would be confiscated, 
decided to go north. He told the bookkeeper 
to use the property, valued at atoat $100,009, 
as he thought best, and that he, the merchant, 
would rely upon the bookkeeper’s honor for a 
settlement at some fature time. 

The merchant then came north and settled 
in New Haven. Six years ago, wondering 
what bad become of his estate in the south, the 
merchant placed the matter in the hands of 
Judge Mortis, with instructions to investigate 
and collect, if there was anything to collest. 
Afier some correspondence with the book- 
keeper at the eouth, the latter forwarded ac- 
knowledgment of the claim and an inventory, 
showing his indebtedness to his former em- 
ployer to be $618,000 and expressed his desire to 
return the property, but requested time to per- 
fect this arrangement. He bogan remitting 
several years ago and last week forwarded the 
last payment, including interest, thus wipiag 
cut the debt of honor. Judge Morris declines 
to give details further than his client isa gen- 
tleman listed as a millionaire and that the 
scuthern gentleman is now a wealthy banker. 


THE BAPTIST CONVENTION.

Coke Strikers Predict That the Trouble Will 
Last Six Months, 


PITTSBURG, May 6 —A special from Connells- 
ville, Pa., says that about one hundred Hunga- 
rians in the Mount Pleasant coke district left 
yesterday for their native land. A large num- 
ber have purchased tickets here. They say 
that the strike will last five or six months, and 
that they can live cheaper during that timo by 
going to their own country, and returning at 
the erd of the strike. There is no change ia 
the situation today. Thestrikein the coke re- 
gions bas caused a total suspension of shipments 
of coke, and while it continues railways center- 
ing in Pittsburg will have 850 more cars per 
day for ore or other shipments, 

Peter Wise, a prominent Knight of Labor in 
the ccke regions, while in the city today said 
thet all preparation had been made for a long 
strike. Itis proposed to appoint special agents 
to watch Cattle Garden and other ports of en- 
try tointercept any new men and keep them 
from eoming to the coke regions. Despite the 
assertion that there are large stocks of coke on 
bard, furnaces are preparing to close down. 
Orders have been given to blow out furnace: F, 
at the Edgar Thompeon Steel werks. Captain 
Jones, manager of the works, says that others 
will shutdown. He predicts that four weeks 
of the coke strike will shut down every steel 
rail mill in the conntry.

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TRADE REVIEW. 


Enormous Increase of Busines; at Western 
Pointsa—The Money Market, Etc. 

New York, May 5.—R G. Dan & Co's re- 
view of trade for the week ending Saturday, 
May 7th, says: 

The feature of business reports for the past week 
is the enormous increase reported at mauy western 
points. In that section the interstate act, though 
checking trade at someimportant points, seems to 
have produced a feeling of extraofdinary confi- 
dence in a much er number of towns. Other 
causes, particularly speculation in real estate and 
activity in building, contribute to swell the trans- 
sections surprisingly. At Cincinnati the clearings 
show an increase of 32 per cent over last ® posal 
at St. Louis 16 r cent, acd at Chicago 
14; but St. Paul and San Francisco report gains of 
43 per cent; Memphis, St. Joseph and Peoria gains 
exceeding 50 per cent: Indianapolis and Denver 
gains of nearly 80 per cent; Omaha a gain of 110 
percent. Apart from land trading and new buiid- 
ing. other business has been remarkably active 
throughout that region. 

Therupply of money seems everywhere ample. 
About Atlanta dullness is reporjed, aud at Men- 
phis activity noted, mainly in real estate building. 
Eastern cities. however, do not find a correspond- 
ing improvementintrade. , | 

The dry goods market is quiet, although prices 
are well maintained. Jn the grocery trade there is 
much complaint of dullness. Reports of railroads 
for April. so far, show an average increase of 17 per 
cent in the gross earnings over lastyear. Ocean 
freights are 144d. to Liverpool, with little charter- 
ing. These figures no not indicate a great activity 
of movement as yet, but wheat exporting is 
checked by a corner in near options, which has a4- 
vanced prices 3% cents, with sales of 69,000,000 
bushels here and one considerable failure. 

Cotton futuies for June are also cornered and 
have advanced a quarter, Sales of actual and im- 
éginary cotton have reached 845,000 bales. Itis 
significant that with monéy largely increasing in 
volume and abundance iron grows weaker; Bes- 
scmer iron is50to75 cents lower at ye et a 
Saies of bar at 2 cents are not unnsual at Philadei- 
phia, and there are reporis of large salesof pig ata 
concession, while some_ rail milis are 
open for orders at $38. Already 
67 sniles of rai road have been Completed against 
(52 to date last ye ar and new securities are offered 
in great varlety and large amount.

BLINDFOLDED AND SHOT. 


Fxecution of Three Mexican Soldiers for 
Invading American Soil. 

CuIcaAGco, May 6.—A special from Gaaymas, 
Mexico, says: At sunrise yesterday the judg: 
ment of the court-martial in the case of Colo- 
nel Arvisa, Lieutenant Gnuiterez and Lonis Ren- 
con wasexccuted. The trio faced death brave- 
ly, all refusing at first to have their eyes ban- 
daged, but finally, on appeal of Colonel Yarrati, 
the men allowed themselves to be blindfolded. 
A volley was then fired, on the condemned 
men, and the examining surgeon a few min- 
utes later pronounced ali three dead. Thee 
were the persous who created the froubit of 
the American side of the line some weeks ago. 
They brought a squad of soldiers to the Ameri- 
can side and attempted to release a man from 
Joca) officers who was not under arrest, but 
whom the officers were taking charge of to 
keep him out of trouble.

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DILLON DENIED 


A COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY ON THE 
TIMES LIBEL. 


Parliament Defeate Mr. Giladstome’s Motion and 
Adopts Ancther That the Charges Aga‘tnst Mr. 
Dillcn by the Times Did Not Constitutes 
Breach of Privilege—Other News, 


LONDON, May 5.—George Price, conserva: 
tive, resuming the debate in the house of com- 
mons this evening, on Mr. Giadstone’s motion 
to appoint a committee to inquire into the 
“Times” charges against Mr. Dillon, suggested, 
amid derisive Parnellite laughter, that a royal 
commission be appointed to inquire into all of 
the charges against the Parnellites. He said 
he made the suggestion on his own responsi- 
bility. He esked Irish members on this day, 
above all others,the anniversary of the Phenix 
paik murders, not to throw any obstacle in the 
wey of impartial inquiry. 

Sir Henry James regretted that responsible 


speakers among liberals, had asserted that the - 


administration of justice in England was so de- 
fective that it wasimprobable that a fair trial 
could be obtained on the issues involved in 
this controversy. He asked what single in- 
stance could be given to prove this scandalous 
aesertion. He cefied Sir Charles Rausseli to 
point out a single case insupport of such a 
statement. If English committeemen were 
just, why not jurymen inalawcourt. If the 
proposal of the opposition should be carried 
cut, it would imply that a member of the houre 
who had been attaeked in a newspaper, nesd 
only come before the house, pronounce the 
statement false and demand that the publisher 
be convicted of a breach of privilege. If meom- 
bers of the house had a regard for their repn- 
tation, courts of law were open to assist them 
to vindicate their character and punish the 
libelous offender. [Cheers ] 

Mr. Healy said, that every possible question 
ecemed worthy of inqniry by the house except 
the question affecting the character of its mem- 
bers. The Parnellites did not care a pinch of 
enuff whether they got this inquiry or not, but 
if the government majority refused this inqui- 
ry the name of the British gentleman would 
be placed on a level with that of an Indian 
thug. The Parnellites challenge the tories to 
ccmbat at once on this question. Thsy would 
stand on no tccbnical .references, but would 
meet any charges brought against them, From 
the decision of the majority ofthe house the 
Parnellites would appeal to the people outside 
end to other nations. The Irish people never 
cent them there to be favors, but to demand 
their rights. In spite of all obstacles, they 
would, in time, obtain their rights. [Cheers | 

Mejor Saunderson said he did not wonder 

that Mr. Gl:dstone tried to whitewash his Irish 
friends who were now supplying his policy. 
Why, he esked, should the house appointa 
ccmmittee to inquire into charges sustained by 
such proofas the Times offered. He challenged 
Mr. Dillon to disprove the Times evidence. 
' Mr. Dillon—I have offered to enter into the 
charges foliy before a committee. I shall no 
lopecr exchange the lie with members of the 
house over them. [Cheers] 

Mejor Saunderson said a committee limited 
in the way Mr. Gladstone proposed could only 
deal with one charge, and its decision would 
be practically worthless upon the general accu- 
eations, The only way to obtain a full inquiry 
was trial in open court embracing all the 
cherges. ([Hear! Hear!) 

Mr. Henry Fowler, member for East Wolver- 
hempton,a liberal, saiéshe must deciine to be- 
lieve that English juries were infaflible, espa- 
cially when a political question was involved, 
H'e r.minded the house of the justice doe 
Lord Cochrane, Was a special jury,drawn from 
Lonéon traders, he asked, better qualifiel to 
deal witha question than a committee selected 
f.cm the*’members of parliament. The Par- 
nellites did not desire to remit the inquiry. 
ive had a telegram from Mr. Parnell, stating 
that he was willing to stand the inquiry so as 
to include the forged letter published by the 
Iimes. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Goschen warmly defended Mr. Smith 
egainst the attack of the Parnellites. He ex- 
pressed regret that Mr. Gladstone had not been 
present to hear the style of oratory indulged 
in. While Mr. Goschen was speaking Mr. 
Giadstone entered the house and was grested 
with loud cheers. 

Mr. Goschen continuing, said he doubted if 
there was any precedent analageces to the pres- 
ent case. Those quoted were cases in which 
there had been no other court opsn to the per- 
sens aggrieved. In this case the tribunals of 
the country were open. The accusation that 
the government was indifferent to the honor of 
the house. was underservedd. They ought not 
to hastily hamper the freedom af the press. 
If the house undertook charge of the charactor 
of its members it would need a permanent 
committee, and the cditer of United Ireland 
would be in constant attendance at the bar of 
the house. 

Replying tocries of “Name!” “Name!” Mr. 


Goschen said that if Mr. Gladstone had treated | 


the charges against ministers while Earl Spen- 
cer was in office as privileged questions, the 
editor would have always been before the bar 
of the house. The Times, he continued, might 
consider itself slandered by the Parnellites 
The proper tribunal to decide what and what 
was not slander was a court of law. Mr. Glad- 
stone in this case appeared to be disposed to 
appeal to the classes in preference to the 
mass 8. 

Mr. Dillon denied that there was any parallel 
between the case of the Times and that of Uni- 
ed Ireland. The Parnellites were not in the 
habit of reading the latter paper to parliament. 
The Times had made charges for years, but he 
had notthought it his duty to repudiate them 
untilthey had been repeated in parliament. 
The controversy had been forced upon the 
Parnellites. If they had avoided it, they would 

been taunted with being 
and cravens. He was acting 
solely in the interest of the house. 
He did not care for his own reputation except 
in his own country, where it was unassailable. 
They were willing that a committee should 
inquire intosny definite charge which the 
Times hed brought. Further, they believed 
that they had clues which would enable them 
to trace the forgery of the letter and to ex- 
pose the whole conspiracy in its nakedness to 
the British public. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said he was 
surethe country would regard Mr. Dillon’s ap- 
peal as a serious matter. He maintained that 
experience had shown the futility of political 
prosecutions.

THE NEW HEBRIDES. 


A Proposal in the Colonial Conf 
Causes Dissatisfaction. a 


LONDON, May 6.—It has transpired that Si 


Henry Holland, secretary of state for the q 


colonies, announced in the colonial conference 
here on the 27th ultimo, that the goverament 
hoped to arrange with France fora joint naval 
commission for the government of the New 
Hebrides. The commission, it was stated, 
would bave power to protect the settler, 
Trades and missionaries would also be em- 
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powered to land marines to punish the natives 


for committing outrages and to maintain 

the marines, however, to be withdrawn when 
the special work for which they landed was 
accomplished. If the scheme proposed was 


accepted by France, it was to be arranged thaé 


the French garrisons now occupying the chief 
harbors in New Hebrides should retire. All 
this has been well concealed until the present, 
and the fact cf its publication now 
attributed to the indignation which the 
proposal has aroused among colonial represen- 
tatives here, many of whom are said to de un- 
able to conceal their anger at what they deom 
the surrender of their claims to France. It is 
said that Sir Henry MHolland’s statement 
amazed the members of the conference and 
almost led to a scene. The authorities all, 
without exception, deprecated any policy 
which even scemed to recognize French pre- 
tensions in New Hebrides. 

The marquis of Salisbury, who was present, 
supported the speech made by Sir Henry Hol- 
land in justification of the government’s pro- 
posal, ‘The premier’s argument, however, in- 
etead of modifying the incensed delegates, 
served but to intensify their wrath. His re- 
marks implied that the Australian demands 
hampered England in her negotiations with 
France. He waintained that the colonists 
mace a grave mistake in not accepting th 
compromise which the earl o 
Roseberry proposed and which the 
premier eaid would have prevented the 
extension ofthe evil complained of by Aus- 
tralians, arisirg from the sending of French 
convicts to the south pacific and the rejection 
of which had made it difficult for the Eaglish 
government toapproach France with any re 
quest that she curtail her liberty of action as 
to the uses to which she should put her own 


territory.

but twoofthe condemned. Polianavrski, one 
of the condemned, said he and his accomplices 
acted from the firm conviction that what they 
sought todo, it was their duty to perform. 
Aucther of the prisoners isa young stadent. 
He had just finished bis studies with brilliant 
success, having taken the gold medalof the 
university which graduated him. The youth 
was co ardentin the cause of nihilism, that he 
sold his gold graduation medal te 
obtain fuids to enable an at- 
complice to leave the empire when the 
astassination was accomplished. All the pria- 
oners pleaded guilty and everyone refused, un- 
der threat or promises, to betray any accom- 
plish, The evidenco addneed at the trial indi- 
cated the existence of four widely ramifying 
nihilist organizations having head centres at 
St. Petersburg, Kie, Uilna and in Siberia. One 
of the witnesses placed on the stand during the 
trial wasa woman. She boldly admitted that 
ehe was the wife of one of the accased men, al- 
though she said she had never been joined in 
wedlock to him by unnecessary religious form- 
alities. She was at once on this admission ar- 
rested and conducted to prison. 


Rewarding the Czar’s Preserver.

Tne first two depend on 
the last for their perpctuity, because no ignor- 
ant people can hope to continue long in 4 free 
state. ‘The normal schools are & necessary part 
ofthe public school system, since they give to 
the prospective teachers a knowledge of child- 
wigd, of the branches to be taught, of the 
ait approved methois of teaching those 
pranches, and lastly of school discipline and 
management. Professional training is 83 nec- 
exary here as in theology, medicine or the law. 
Dr. Pierce said, “A cali to preach moans & call 
to prepare to preach;”” so a call to teaca means 
acall to prepare to teach. It is true that expe- 
rience Wi!l make a teacher, yet normal schools 
gave much in time, ia awkward apprentica- 
ship and in hurtful blunders. Dr. Sears 
gid in 1880 thatthe great want of the south 
ig well educated and trained teachers, anithe 
best agencies to suoply these are normal 
schoo's and normal institutes. These norma! 
schools are an essential! link to the pu lic school 
system of the stato, and

955 normal echoo's in the nuion Georgia has 
on\y one, and that, too, in the hands of the col- 
ored race. This paper, so extremely poriinent 
at the present crisis, was discussed a'uly by 
Superintendent Evans, of Augusta, lack of 
time cutting off further discussion. 

Mr. S.C. Caldwell, of Rome, followed. with 
a paper entitled, “Tho Recitation: Its True 
Ends, and How Best Attained.” In study the 
pupil is alone with dead words and dead 
things, but these dead facts are quickened 
into life in the recitation. The object of a 
recitation is not so much to find out the 
amount of knowledge of the child, as to im- 
partinstruction. Tho instractor should not 
bea mere lesson-hearer, but a teacher. He 
must keep the interest of his-pupils at white 
heat, so that lasting impressions can bo made 
<entheir minds. Todothis he must love his 
work, and work for love. The teacher must 


know. not only the text book, but the whole. 


subject, and he must teach things, not books. 
His knowledge must be fresh from recent 
study of the topic, for as Dr. Arnold said, “I 
would rather my boys would drink from a 
running stream than a stagnant pool.”’ 

The teacher should vary his methods so a3 to 
prevent monotony and should have an iafinite 
fund ofsympathy. Humor too does mach to 
enliven the recitation. Illustrations should be 
apt. The instructor shonld be so complete a 
master of his subject as never to havo a book in 
his hands during recitation. Lastly children 
should be trained to use their owa common 
sense instead of what the book says 

The Jast subject discussed was ‘‘Why Should 
IStady Mathematics,” by Professor 0. D. 
Smith,{of the Agricultural and Mechanical col- 
lege, Auburn, Ala. Professor Smith claimed 
that lower mathematics has chiefly a practical 
value, but that the purposes of the advanced 
mathematical studies ‘is for culture 
and mental discipline. Higher “mathematics, 
therefore, according to the common idea, 
is impractical; must it therefore go? Money- 
getting and bread-winning are not everything 
in life. Above the mere mechanic or lawyar 
towers the man. The manis more than his 
business. You do not wantthe man to staltify 
his manhood and become a mers busines; ma- 
chine, but you want to enable him to discharge 
ali his duties to himself, his family, his state 
and his God. This higher mathematical edu- 
ration, therefore, though not practical, goes to 
maketheman. ‘“‘T'he gospel of diet’? s) ex- 
clusively preached on all sides, is pernicious in 

, the extreme and subversive of all general cul- 
ture, which isthe real basis of true manhood.

THREE LITTLE KIDS. 


Too Small to Be Convicted and Too Large 
to Be Turned Loose.

Today the three 
little negro boys who have been kept in the 
barracks for several days on the grave charge 
of arson were jailed on warrants sworn out by 
Chief Wiley before Justice Keating.

Those boys are too young to be classed with 
criminals, for the simple fact that they are 
hardiy old enough toknow right from wrong, 
much less to judge between simple mischief 
and such a terrible crime as arson.

The Mishap of a Steamer in 8t. Augustine 
Creek. 

SAVANNAH, Ga, May 6.—[Special.]—Last 
night about nine o’clock, the steamer was com- 
ing through St. Augustine creek, from Fernan- 
dina on her way to the city. When nearing 
the Tybee road bridge, she ran into land, steve 
in her star board wheel and upper deck.

They 
lave come from the foreign nations which 
re nearest of kin to us, and whose ideas of 
Overnment and liberty are most similar to 
rs. If there had been any danger of the 
pression or even the modification of 
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which we have taken in over five millions of 
people from every quarter of the globe. No 
such danger has yet developed. It is true 
that communistic societies which are utterly 
obnoxious to the Anglo-Saxon spirit have 
been formed in this country, and that their 
leaders and membership are almost entirely 
foreign. But these societies have never 
made much noise anywhere in the United 
States except in New York and Chicago, and 
whenever they have attempted mischief .in 
those cities they have been beaten down ia 
away whichshows that they will not be 
permitted to gain any dangerous strength, 

The great mass of the sixty millions of the 
people in this country are Americans in the 
truest and best sense. Manyof them may 
have been born in foreign lands, but they 
have adopted the ideas and traditions of 
this country and are working to build it up. 
Tbe virtuous and intelligent immigrant, 
come from where he may, soon adapts him- 
self to our institutions,and soon falls in love 
with the land of-liberty. The vicious im- 
migrant just as soon discovers that he is in 
aland of Jaw as well as of liberty, and that 
he must behave himself. Henry Ward 
Beecher used“ to say that we were ino no 
danger of transformation by the great mass 
of immigration which is constantly being 
absorbed by our body politic. ‘‘For,’’ said 
Mr, Beecher, ‘‘when a lion eats a lamb, the 
lion does not turn into a lamb; the lamb be- 
comes lion.”’ 

The fact that we have absorbed such a 
multitude of foreigners and still maintain 
our i¢eas and institutions without any con- 
siderable variation is the highest possible 
proof oi the virtue of our people and the 
streneth of our free institutions. ‘The spirit 
of our Anglo-Saxon ancestors, modified and 
improved by our own American forefathers, 
has always been predominant in this coun- 
try, and it always will be. 


The Colored Voter. 

Some very interesting newspapers are now 
edited and published by colored men in vari- 
ous parts of the country. The tone of most 
of these papers is good. They seem to be 
henestly striving to serve the best interests 
ef the colored citizen. 

Some of them have suggested that it 
would be a good thing to have a national 
convention of representative negroes to be 
held in Washipvgton next July for the pur- 
pose of a free interchange of views as to the 
condition, prospects and duty of the colored 
people in the United States. The proposi- 
tion has been favorably received by the re- 
cognized leaders of the race in this country, 
and the proposed convention will probably 
be held, 

One of the most important questions that 
would arise before such a convention would 
be the duty of the colored voters in relation 
to national politics. Every day it becomes 
more evident that they do not mean to flock 
in mass afier republican leaders, or to be de- 
ceived by low appeals to their old prejadiceg, 
The negro voter is beginning to think for 
himself, Asthe Brooklyn Citizen observes: 

**The time when he willingly submitte1 to 
dictation on the score of alleged favors in the 
past bas gone by. It is recognized by the 
colored voter that President Cleveland is a 
friend of the race ; and it is plainly asserted 
by leading colored men in the south that he 
will be the man of their choice in 1888. 
Broken promises and party domineering 
have produced an effectual impression.”’ 

Bishop H. M. Turner, of Georgia, a few 
days ago expressed his convictions in words 
very similar to these. 

J, Milton Turner, of St. Louis, who was 
appointed by a republican president as mia- 
ister to Liberia, said several months ago that 
he had become convinced of President 
Cleveland’s sincere friendship for the colored 
people, and that every right of the colored 
citizen would be amply protected under this 
democratic administration. Scores of other 
prominent and inflnential negroes have 
spoken in terms no Jess emphatic. Every 
citizen, of whatever race, is interested ia 
having honest government. When the 
colored voters look at this question fairly 
and intelligently, they will support the best 
men for oflice regardless of the clamor of the 
republican politicians, who have deceived 
and swindled them in the past, aud are 
awaiting the opportunity to do the same 
thing in the future. 


The English Sparrow Problem. 

The Albany News and Advertiser prints a 
screed against the English sparrow. Uader 
all the circumstances, this isa very hopefal 
turn of affairs, especially when it is remem- 
bered that Albany is primarily responsible 
for the appearance of this pest in Georgia 

We remember—or think we do—that a 
prominent citizen of Albany was the first to 
bring this engaging bird into the empire 
state of the south, and now the empire state 
of the south is principally made up of Eng- 
lish sparrows. In Macon they build their 
nests in the hacks and omnibusses, and in 
editors’ hats; and they have even made 
their appearance in Atlanta, where they are 
trying to fill up the rain pipes with an ac- 
cumulation of straw and trash. The News 
and Advertiser concludes its article in this 
conservative fashion, showing that the editor 
is a true politician : 

The country is threatened with aserious disaster 
from the invasion of this English bird. Taey vio- 
late the privacy of our houses; they desecrate the 
house of worship; they have taken possession of 
everything—and, without remorse, they prey upon 
ourgardens. Thus the little alien lays tribute on 
the whole country to support himself in his pam- 
pered idleness, which he utilizes tothe propagating 
of his numerous and no less pestiferous progeny. 

The song-birds that once vocalized the spring 
and summer air, “sing mighty low” around this 
enemy to music, who murder the sweet sleep of 
Gewy morn with the most execrable noise, which 
impretses one with the idea that heis possibly a 
dwarfed descendant of the peacock. 

We had intended to suggest a means of extirpat- 
ing the sparrow, but the subject is too large for one 
article, and it grows under our hand; so we will 
leave himinthe midstof his depredations, per- 
haps, to be continued in our next. 


The force of the concluding paragraph can 
only be understood by those who have at- 
tempted to grapple with the vicious problem 
which the English sparrow presents.

The Gay Parisians. 

The gay Parisians appear to be on the 
point of making an exhibition of themselves, 
This sort of thing appears to belong pecnu- 
liarly to a certain class in Paris, whose 
transactions have alternately amused and 
horrified the world.

There are no such 
exbibitions of foolishness in Germany, and 
could not be. In that country the grim fates 
are waiting fora definite move on the part 
of France, and if the burlesque paraders are 
not pnt down witha firm hand, we shall 


soon hear of a repetition of the campaign of - 


the second Napoleon, so-called.

A Canadian Organ Wants Complete Reci- 
procity. 
From the Toronto Globe. 

A totally inadmissible position is taken by 
certain of our contemporaries, who allege that the 
fisheries settlement proposed by Lord Salisbury 
should be consented to by parliament because it 
would please a number of bait sellers and ice deal- 
ers in the maritime provinces. Their interests 
are, of course, entitled to consideration, but thé 
case is one involving not theirs only but the inter- 
ests of the whole dominion. Lord Salisbury’s offer 
to surrender a just claim of $500,000 a year has been 
precuced by the American refusal to negotiate or 
arbitrate. It would be positively dangerous for 
Canada to assent to the surrender in the circum- 
stances, because the lesson to the Washington peo- 
ple would be thatthey can at any time obtain 
large propitiatory offerings of Canadiaa property 
from the Brifish government by_taking a threaten- 
ing attitude where arbitration before an impartial 
tribunal would be the fairand reasonable course. 

A second powerful argument against Canada’s 
assent to the surrender is that it would deprive 
her of what may be used to procure a general and 
fina] settlement, infinitely more advantngeous to 
all classes of Canadian fishermen than that pro- 
posed, and of vast advantage to nearly ail other 
Canadians Unrestricted reciprocity would give 
fishermen the free entrance to American markets 
that Lord falisbury asks for them, enable them to 
enter with produce also, and secure them in cheap 
supplies. It would enable the men alongshore to 
sell bait, ice and supplies freely to American skip- 
pers. It would, moreover, give all our farmers, 
miners, lumbermen and manufacturers access to 
the vast selling markets of the continent. When 
s0 much may be gained, and the fisheries dispute 
forever settled by standing out against the begin- 
ning of asystem of piecemeal surrender, the wise 
policy will be to hold on, notwithstanding some in- 
convenience to a fewinterestsin one district, to the 
property that our neighbors are more eager to ob- 
tain than any other. The bargain that Lord Salis 
bury offersisat least half a million a year worse 
for Canada than what impartial arbitrators gave 
her; to consent toit would establish a dangerous 
precedent; and such a settlement would be not 
only dishonorable to this people, but a far worse 
onethan they can probably get by retaining the 
fishing grounds, with intention to bestow them on 
Americans in connection with an arrangement for 
free permanent exchange of all commodities.

Magnan 
atked too many questions, Napoleon ordered him 
not to speak again until he was spoken to. 

Thus all the long hours of that long December 
night of 1851 wore through, the one master spirit 
of the plot, the plan, theexecution and the butch- 
ery being the spirit alone of the third Napoleon. 
So far from cowering, he lifted every other timid 
or hesitating comrade up to his own desperate 
height. He had resolved to win or perish, and he 
had for this only to know how todie. The license 
taken by Aldrichin his treatment of this savage 
episode of French history may be very poetic and 
quite Bostonian, but itis not true. Whatever else 
he may haye been, Louis Napoleon was no cow- 
ard. 
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Liquid Fuel at Sea. 
From the London Times, 

A further important advance has jast been 
made in utilizing hydro-carpons for steam-raising 
purposes on board thips, A legitimate objec- 
tion: to the adoption of liquid fuel at sea 
under certain circumstances has been that the use 
of steam for the diffusion of the oil in the boiler 
furnaces entails a considerable loss of fresh water 
from the boilers. As this loss has to be made good 
by salt water on long ecean yoyages, the density of 
the water is rapidly raised to a dangerous point. 
This is, however, entirely overcome by the system 
adopted in the steamship Charles Howard, owned 
by the Messrs. Alfred Suart & Co., which has re- 
cently heen fitted with tanks for carrying refined 
petroleum in bulk, and also with Tarbuit’s system 
of burning residual oils under the boilers in place 
of coal. Sheis 249 feet in length, with 30 feet 
beam, and 28 feet depth of hold. The whole 
of the cargo  Ffpace in the vessel 
is oceupied by tanks for carrying the refined 
petroleum, while the refuse oil to be used for fuel 
is carried in the water ballast tanks. Her boiler is 
ef the ordinary marine type, with three fiues of 
three feet six inches diametereach. These fiues 
are fitted with a brick combustion chamber feeding 
the boiler along with that condensed from the main 
engines. The Charles Howard left the Tyne dock 
last Saturday for the Black Sea,and as she steamed 
down the river at full speed not a particle of smoke 
was visible from the funnel, the fires working ad- 
mirably fromthe first start. It is stated that the 
owners propose to fit the remainder of the fleet 
with similar apparatus. The storage of the oilin 
the water ballast tanks has, we believe, never be- 
fore been introduced in practice. It isan impor- 
tant feature, asit saves the ship owner the heavy 
expenditure incidental tothe fitting of tanks in 
the bunker spaces, and, combined with all the sub- 
stitution of air for steam, marks a decided depart- 
ure in liquid fuel practice.

A Few Pretty Stiff Stories Anent Man's 
Storage Capacity. 
From Gooi Housekeeping. 

Elizabeth Charlotte, the duchess of Orleans, 
writing under the date of December 6, 1/15, says: 
“The late king, Monsieur the Dauphin, and the 
Duc de Berri were terrible eaters. I have often 
seen the king eat four plates of different kinds of 
soup,a whole pheasant, a partridge, a dish of 
salad. two thick slicesof ham, mutton flavored with 
garlic, a plateful of pastry, and finish his repast 
with fruit and hard-boiled eggs.” There was a 
good old German from Wittenberg, where my Lord 
Hamlet attended the university, who had a fine 
faculty for storing away provender. His case is 


well attested. Fora wager he would eat a whole, 


sheep or a whole pig, or put out ofsight a bushel of 
cherries, stonesand all. He lived until he was 
about eighty years of age, a greater portion of the 


time supporting himself by exhibiting the pecu-. 


liarity of his appetite, which, to say the least, must 
have been a very eccentric one. Thus, he would 
chew glass, earthenware and flint into small frag- 
ments. He had an especial preference for cater- 
pillars, mice and birds, and when these were not 
procurable he would content himself with mineral 
substances. 

Ofice he put down his “maw and gulf,” a pen, 
the ink, and the sand pounce, and he would have 
gobbled the inkstand, too, had he not been re- 
strained. Taylor, the water poet, tells of Nicholas 
Wood, of the county of Kent, in England, who was 
a tolerably good trehcherman. On one occasion he 
got away with a whole sheep; at another time with 
several rabbits;at a third with three dozen pigeons; 
well grown pigeons, not squabs; again with eigh- 
teen yards of black puddings, and on two other 
occasions sixty pounds of cherries and three pecks 
of damsons, Dr. Copland, in speaking of two chil- 
dren who ad wondertul appetites, the youngest, 
seven years o!d, being the worse, said: ‘ The 
quantity of food devoured by her was astonishing. 
Everything that could be laid hold of, even in its 
raw state, was seized upon most greedily. Among 

other articles an uncooked rabbit, halfa pound af 
candles and some butter were taken at one time. 
The mother stated that this little girl, who was 
apparently in good health otherwise, took more 
food, if she could possibly obtain it, than the rest of 
her family, consisting of six besides herself. 

A trifle over a hundred years ago a London youth 
ate five pounds of shoulder of lamb and two quarts 
of green peas in fifty minutes; and a Polish soldier, 
who was presented at the court of Saxony. succeed- 
ed in one day in getting outside of twenty pounds 
of beef and ha'fa roast calf, with the appropriate 
‘fixings.’ When George III. was king, a watch- 
maker’s apprentice, nineteen years of age, in 
three-quarters of an hour devoured a leg of pork 
weighing six pounds and a proportionate quantity 
of pewe pudding, washing a!] down with a pint of 
brandy, taking in two “tots.” The tall Nick 
Davenport, the actor, is known to have eatena 
seven-pound turkey a a single sitting. Instances 
of depraved appetite are numerous, and men have 
been known to swallow fire, swords, spiders, flie:, 
toads, serpents, cotton, hair, clay, chalk, flint, 
musket ballsand earthenware. One man could 
swallow billiard balls and.gold watches. In the 
New York medical journal for 1882 a record is mate 
of a man who could swallow clasp knives with im- 
punity. One day he overdid the business by 
swallowing fourteen, and it killed him, which well 
itmight. in 1870 in England two men of Wilt- 
shire wagered with each other as to which could 
consume the greatest quantity of food in the 
shortest space of time. Oneof them blotted from 
existence six pounds and a half of rabbit, a loaf of 
bread, and two pounds of cheese in a quarter of an 
hour, and he was so pleased with the approbation 
he received from the bystanders that he finished 
off with a beef steak, a pint anda halfof gin, and 
a half pint of brandy. 


COLONEL INGERSOLL IN A GREAT RAGE. 


Mr. Guthrie|Raises a Storm by Accusing the 
Colonel of Perjury, 
From the New York Sun. 


The motion of Townsend Cox and Townsend 
Cox, Jr., to have the sale of the Bankers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Telegraph company to Edward 8. Stokes 
set aside on the ground that he bought on behalf 
of the Reorganization Committee instead of his 
own behalf, came up before Judge Barrett in su- 
preme court yesterday. The Coxes owned $731,009 
of the mortgage bonds of the company. Sikes 
bought the company of a Reorganization Commit- 
tee for $500,000. The Coxes sued him and the com- 
mittee, alleging that the committee had illegaliy 
£0ld to Stokes $1,000,000 more property than he was 
entitled to. 

William G, Guthrie, of Da Costa & Guthrie, who 


_ appeared for the Coxes, acted as counsel for the 


Reorganination Committee until two days prior to 
the sale, when, he says, he severed his connection 
with it because his conscience would not permit 
him to serve any longer. The committee says he 
served until after the sale. Colonel Ingersoll was 
the committee's and &tokes’s counsel. Mr. Guthrie 
declared at yesterday’s hearing that he fought 
against the sale from its inception and until tae 
end, and at a meeting of the Reorganization Com- 
mittee atthe Hoffman house publicly protested 
against it. 

The affidavits of Lawyer Lauterbach, John An- 
derson, Dwiggt Townsend, and Colone! Ingersoll, 
setting forth that Mr, Guthrie assented to the sale 
at that very meeting, were presented as an offset to 
his statement. 

In reply Mr. Guthrie declared the affidavits to be 
perjuries, adding, ‘and Colonel Ingersoll kuew it.”’ 
After he had got tired talking Colonel Ingersoll 
arose, fierce as ten furies, as he set forth the situa- 
tion downto date pretty much as given above, 
winding up with: 

“I regret that und:r these circumstances Mr. 
Guthrie should feel itincumbent upon him to say 
that all these gentlemen have perjured themselves 
and not only that, but that I knew at the time these 
affidavits were filed that they were false.”’ 

Colonel Ingersoll paused and seemed to swallow 
Up the now shrinking form of the young counsel- 
lor, and one might have heard the dew fall in the 
room, had there been any dew. asthe little huddle 
of interested spectators waited for the angry law- 
yer to go on. 

‘Such a statement coming from hlm, or coming 
from any manin the world, places that man in- 
stautly below the noticeof men who endeayor todo 
the honest and honorable thing.”’ 

Then Colonel Ingerso}l referred tothe little affair 
of Hartford last summér when he refused to take 
advantege of a weak stipulation made by Guthrie 
as counsel in one of these interminable cases, which 
he then declared was a mistake. 

Colonel Ingersoll breathed heavily with his 
mouth close shut. Then he went on, his words 
coming from somewhere deep down in his purple 
waistcoat: 

‘‘Now, I tell the court that I belieye you were 
acting corruptly in behalfof the Western Union 
» cae ge wn company in ail of the ee vs 
regret that apy one should have said that I knew 
that these affidavits were false, andé that these men 
are liars. We will see who is a liar’”’ 

Colonel Ingersoll trightened some of his auditors 
out of a A gpl growth here by bringing his fist 
down with a tremendous whack on the desk before 
him at this culmination of his wrath. Then he 
asked quietly enough for time to prepare affidavits 
and fije ihem, and the matter cl in this inde- 
cisive manner. 

Mr. Lauterbach’s partner, Mr. Cohen, met Gath- 
rie in the corridor after the latter had left the 
court, and closed much unparilamentary language 
with “i’ve a good mind to smash your face for 
what yeu have said.” Mr. Guthrie walked away 
without replying.

BEARDED LIKE PARDS. 


When men first took to trimming the beara 
and altering its shape from the nat 
not recorded. Probably the time 
remote es the changing of garme 
tkins of animals for those of ma 
Certain it is that so far back as history tells — 
doings of mankind in a}! ages and commun the 
trimming of the beard and the care of th hai 
have been a matter of attention. Each e - wer 
bad véerious fashions of wearing the beset ay 
tache ard hair. d, mus. 
‘ The wearing of mustaches without Whiskers hay 

ecome so general that a full, handsome beard ig - 
now regarded as a distinguished possession, 2: 
mustaches gained the ascendancy they have pre: 
at once the ambition of youth and th 
glory cf manhood. Scrupulousiy has ie 
the bair been scraped from ght 
and cheek and Sedulously 4 hai 
growth cultivated on’the upper lip. Nostrums op 
many kinds bave been pattented and advertised ~ 
to aid in this endeavor. The proud young m 

; an 

who succeeds in developing a readily discernibie 
moustache is the envy of his less fortunate ao. 
quaintances. The recent possession of this ac 
quisition is averagely necessitated to reassure him. 
telf that it is actualiy in existence by freqnentiy 
passing his fingers over it and twirling its ends ~ 
Foon as they are of a twirlible length. Some of the 
most advanced scientists have lately struck a crue} 
blow at the jmustache. {They assert that the 
growth of hair about the mouthisa hinderance to 
the development of the brain. But whether this iz 
the result of exhaustion from the labor of pro. 
ducing it and the supsequent narrowing of the 
faculties to its constant contemplation or frgm 
Eome occult cause they do not explain. 

The ancient Gauls and the Britons shayed their 
beards close to the chin, and wore immense tang- 
led mustaches, which sometimes reached to their 
breasts. Among the Gauls nobles and distingnigh. 
ed perrons shaved their cheeks slightly, but allow. 
ed their whiskers to growto great length. More 
cultivattiouse and regarded the wearing of hair 
upon the face as a mark of savagery and vu garity, 
Strabo and Diodarus Siculus each comment upog 
the wild and uncouth appearance of the hairy. 
faced Gan!s. 

Before the Roman invasion the Britons were ail 
bearded men, the Druidic priests especially 
always being represented with heavy whiskers. 
During the 300 years of the Roman rule in the lana 
cf Johnny Bulli, the Britons generally adopted the 
dress and customs of their conguerors. Engravings 
in antique collections show none but smooth. 
shaven faces during this time. 

After the adyent of the barbaric Saron,who had 
not enjoyed the advantages of Roman subjuga- 
tion, nor had the example of cultured Roman life 
befcre his eyes, the niceties of civilization besame 
somewhat obscured. In imitation of the stalwart 
race that set up its kingdom in Kent, untidy, 
Sirsgglirg beards again appeared. It was not long 
before the shrewd Saxons had so far mastered the 
first principle of civilization—cleanliness—that 
they began to take excellent care of their whig 
kers. Dignitaries parted their beards in the mid- 
Gle, trainipg them to grow in two long poini., 
Ecclesiastics wore short.c'ipped round beards, Up 
to the period when the Danes gained a foothold ia 
England many of the Britons adhered strictly to 
the Roman acquired habit of shaven faces, King 
Canute turned the tide in favor of the beard, as he 
wore one round and close-cropped. Like other 
gentlemen of fashion of that day, his hair bung 
in profusion on his shoulders. The pride of the 
elegant male exquisite then was his long tresses. 
He rivaled the feminine beauties in his care of 
them, giving twoorthree HoOur#-each day to his 
frizzes and curls. 

The fashion of beards held on pretty well up to 
the days of Lancaster and York. Then fashion 
took a whirl. A good many persons hunted up 
and sharpened their heir-loont razors and shaved 
once or twice a month quite regularly. When the 
reign of the Tudors began a large portion of the 
population had become so expertin handling the 
razoc that they were able todoa very fair job on 
themselves, and shaving became general. A few 
old conservatives who, like some of the preserit 
time, never adopt an idea until it has fulfilled its 
mission and is ready to leave the country, persist- 
ently retained their whiskers. These were event. 
ually resolyed into yery short cuts or an imperial 
andimustache. Valiant knights made themselves 
look warlike with fierce mustaches. 

The ‘forked beard’ was much worn by the el- 
derly men atone time, and is occasionally seen at 
the present day. Various abeurd styles have been 
in vogue from time time, and in modified form 
have reached us , 

Edward II., ridiculed by his enemies for foppery, 
set the fashion of wearing curled beards, which is 
occasionally followed by those who have fine, 
silky whiskers. His imitators can sympathize 
with his downfall when they know that he lost 
this prized possession through the cruel order of a 
keeper, who, not satisfied with depriving him of it, 
had him shaved with icy water from a ditch, 

“It would be a brave man, in fact,”’ said an Oak- 
wood boulevard gentieman who has a heavy 
brown beard of the Edward II. style, ‘‘who would 
not burst into tears, as did the unfortunate king, at 
the ordeal of being shaved with cold ditch water.” 

The amiable and Jamented Henry VIII again 
brought beards into prominence, and they were 
considered important during Elizabeth’s reigoe 
Each class of the community trimmed the whiskers 
after a fashion indicative of their pursnite. The 
churchmen wore a long beard and mustache that 


- flowed on bis breast and was known as the “cathe- 


drai beard.”’ The beard of the soldier was the 
“spade beard and. the “‘stiletto beard.” These 
beards were so named from their fancied resem- 
blance to those weapons. The first was square in 
shape, while the other was very similar tothe im- 
perial of the present time. Shakspere, in Henry V., 
speaks of ‘‘a beard of the general's cut.”’ 
An old balladjion “Le Prince d’Amour” 
“Now, of beards there be 
“uch a companie, 
Of fashions such a throng, 
That itis very hard 
jo tieat of the beard, 
‘iL heugh it be ne’er so long. 


“The soldier's beard

F Mustaches turned up over the cheeks in thre? 
locks on each side were once greatly admired. 
They were kept in place by the use of some sort of 
bygone bandoline similar to that used by moler 
maidens to prepare their bangs against te 
straightening inroads of the heated season. Mem 
of the present are so rejoiceful to get one g994- 
tized lock on each side that they have no room 
be envious of their ancestors who sported three. 
Kot less than thirty-eight styles of beards Lave 
obtained recognition in England. Each has beem 
known by a name significant of itsshape. 722r 
were the French, Spanish, Dutch, Italian, aad 
Christ’scut. The latter was sometimes termed t70 
“Holland cheese cut.” One style was called tue 
inamorata and was indicative of amtability. There 
was the “hammer cut,” the “Roman T,” and “we 
beard,” to which Hudibras refers. The Russias 
and Turkish fashions were never very popular. A 
hideous fashion known asthe “screw beard,” cou 
sisting of a great lock on the chin twisted into the 
shape of a screw, has happily not descended 
posterity.

ALABAMA’S KISSANE. 


A Mysterious Individual Disappears—A 
; Man of Many Crimes. 
ANNISTON, Ala., May 6 —News reached here 
of the flight from his home, in St, Clair couuty, of 
Josephus Compton, present member of the state 
legisJature. Compton settled in St. Clair county 
four years ago, coming from Kentucky, so he stated, 
He took up his abode in the little town of Eden, 
where he followed the trade of a carpenier. His 
life was exemplary, andin a year or 80 he was 
elected town marshal. Last year, afiera seasona- 
ble probation, Compton waslicensed asa Methodist 
preacher, and his sermons and exhortations were 
of the most fervid and orthodox character. He 
joined the independent party in the last state 
campaigu, and was selected by that crowd as their 
staudard bearer for legislative honors. After a hot 
fight he was elecied over the regular democratic 
nominee by 500 majority, and last November took 
his seat in the lower house of the legislature. He 
didn’t cut much of a figure as a law maker, but he 
did attract considerable notice and caused much 
talk in Montgomery by his love for liquor, under 
the influence of which he was nearly the whole 
fession. Now comes the strange story of this 
man’s life. Thirteen years ago he was engaged in 
making moonsbine whikkey in one of the moun- 
tain counties of North Carolina. While thus en- 
gaged he became involved iu a difference of opin- 
ion with a party of revenue officers, and 
in the melee that followed Compton shot and 
killed one ofthe cfficers. He was arrested, tried, 
convicted and sentenced to twenty-four years in 
the penitentiary. He remained in that institution 
four years and then oop rom For years he suc- 
ceedea in covering up histracks, and his escape 
seemed a permanentone. But oneday not long 
tince @ man who is now foreman ofa bridge gang 
on the Georgia lacific road, saw Compton and at 
once recognized him. ‘‘Thatis Josephsus Caston, 
who was a prisouer inthe North Carolina peniten- 
tiary when I was a guard there, several years ago,’’ 
said the foreman, and then he communicated his 
discovery to the North Carolina officials. 
he governor issued the proper papers 
for Compton's, alias Caston’s, arrest and sent 
them to the sheriff of Jefferson county. this 
State, to be served. A geutieman in Eden re- 
ceived a letter from a friendin Birmingham tell- 
ing him of the receipt of the requisition and this 
fact was told to Compton. Compton was saperin- 
tendivg a gang of laborers On a contract which he 
had taken onthe Talladega and Coosa Valley rail- 
road, about a mile from Eden, and had walked up 
to the village coatless on the afternoon of last 
bebrnmp wn 3 A week ago. When the receiver of the 
letter told him of its contents Compton turned 
pale, stammered a few broken explanations and 
then walked hurriedly away. That is the last that 
has been seen of him in that section, and his 
whereabouts are unknown. He never eyen went 
back afier his coat. 


ROLLED IRON IS SCARCE. 


Work Stopped on the Macon Public Build- 
ing. 

Macon, Ga, May 6—([Special.|—Your cor- 
respondent was informed tonight that work 
has been suspended on the United States build- 
ing, in consequence of the failure of the Sneed 
Iron Works company, of Louisville, to com- 
ply with the terms of contract. They took 
the job of furnishing the inside iron beams and 
pillars for four thousand dollars. The tbirty 
day’s limit in which they give bond to furnish 
the work has expired. They were notified by 
the government and their excuse is that they 
cannot procure the rolled iron beams.

FOR LIVESOF SIN. 


Two Women Under Arrest for Endeavoring to Secure 
Young Girls for Immoral Parposes in Savannah 
~The Bold Game Played by a Woman 
With a Wig- Other News, Etc, 


Etta Henderson, a Savannah quadroon, and 
Nallie Williams, an Atlanta negress, sre con- 
fined in the city prison upon a warrant charg- 
ing them with enticing and attempting to en- 
tice young white girls away from home for 


immoral purposes. 

The women were arrested yesterday a‘ter- 
noon by Officer Dick Clark, of the mounted 
police. | 

Etta Henderson isa young woman so near 
white that no trace of her race is apparent ex- 
cept her kinky hair. This she has been hiding 
by wearing a blonde wig. Her home is in Sa- 
vannah, where she is well known among the 
criminal class. On Monday last she reached 
Atlanta and secured accommodations at a negro 
boarding house, 108 Decatur street. There she 
met Nallie Williams, a dark, coppor colored 
negro girl, well known in Atlanta. The At- 
lanta woman and Etta Henderson quickly be- 
came warm friends,and on the next day 
were upon the streets together, but nothing 
wrong was observed in their conduct. 

Early yesterday morning Chief of Police 
Connolly was informed that a negro woman 
was inthe city from Savannah and that she 
was attempting to decoy young white girls 
away from home. The complaint was made to 
the chief by the parent ofa child who had 
been approached by the woman. Captain Con- 
nolly quickly began investigating the matter, 
and succeeded in ascertaining that a woman 
hed approached several small white girls rang: 
ing inagefrom nine years to fourteen years, 
ard had secured from several promises to zo to 
Ssvappah. The woman was thought to.bo 
white by each of the childran and to each one 
she represented that they were wanted for 
ccmpaby. 

After securing the information the chief of 
police instructed Officer Clark to search for the 
weman, Daiing the afternoon the officer as- 
certuined that she had been seen with Nally 
Williams. He then began searching for Wil- 
liams, but while he was doing so she heard of 
inquiries being made for her and called at po: 
lice headquarters to aScertain what was waat- 
od. The instant she entered the building 
Capiain Connolly ordered her detention, and 
from her secured the stopping place and name 
of the woman for whom the officers were hunt- 
ing. Officer Clark was called in and directed 
to go to 108 Decatur street. There he found 
the woman and conducted her to police head- 
quaiters, where she was locked up. 

Nally Williams claimed to know nothing of 
her companion, saying that she had secured 
one child for her, believing that the child was 
wanted asa companion. The woman deniod 
wanting the children at al), but finally ad- 
mitted that she kad spoken to one or two, bat 
intended to take only one away. 

When the woman was arrested a young white 
girl was found in the house with her. The 
girl gave her nameas Ella Dover, and says 
that her home is near Angier spring. To 
Chief Connolly she said: 

“The woman called me to her on the street 
and ssid she wanted me to goto Savannah 
with her, ard that she would give me a good 
home, ldidn’t know that she was a negro 
woman. She teld wethat she would dress me 
Up and give me good clothing.” 

The woman had perfected all arrangements 
to leave with the children for Sivanuah at six 
o clock Jast night. So far as is known she had 
secured five children, some of whom were: to 
have met her at the boarding house, others 
were to have met her at the union passenger 
depot. Just before she was arrested she sent 
notes to the girls, aud one of them falling into 
the hands of parents, caused the arrest. The 
note she sent read: 

Please call tosee me at once, I am anxious to see 
you. Call to see meat 108 Decatur street. 

MADAM ETTA HENDERSON, 

i expect to leave tonight; please call, 

One of the chilrden whom she had induced 
to go with her, is a beautiful child of ten years 
and a pupil of the Walker street school. Her 
pame is Katie Starnes, and her widowed moth- 
er resides on Green’s Ferry street. The woman 
met the child one afternoon on Walher street 
near the schoolhouse, and began talking with 
her. She promised her nice cjothing anda good 
home to go with her. The warrants sworn out 
for the two women charge them with attempt 
irg to entice Kate Starnes away from home. 

Annie Adkinson, another one of the child- 
ren, resides on Kennesaw alley, and the note 
which led to the detection of the contemplated 
ofiense was sent to her. She gave it to her 
father who informed the police.

Official Report From the Department of 
Agriculture. 

The official crop report for the month of 
May, of 1857, is out and contains many points 
of interest. 

The reported condition of the crops is de- 
cidedly better than that of last year at this 
date, with the single exception of cotton, 
which is reported the same. There is also an 
increase in the acreage of most of the provis- 
ion and supply crops. The area in corn, agroe- 
ing with that of last year, is two per cent 
above the average of the last five years. That 
of the oat crop, though still not equa! to the 
average, is increased fourteen per cent above 
the crop of last year. 

The reported condition of stock of ali kinds, 
and more particularly the work stock, is better 
than that of any year Since 1883." The cases 
of cholera mentioned by the correspondents is 
restricted to a few localities, and the disease 
seems to be less virulent than at any time be- 
fore for the last three years. 

CONDITION OF CORN. 

The acreage is reported, in North Georgia, 
104; in middle and southeast Georgia, 101, and 
in southwest and east Georgia, 102. 

The prospect of.the crop in comparison with 
the average of five years, is, in north Georgia, 
101, in middle Georgia, 91; in southwest. and 
east Georgia, 93; in southeast Georgia, 98, and 
in the whole state, 95. The condition of the 
crop is four points better than that of the crop 
of last year at this dste. 

THE OAT OUTLOOK. 

The acreage compared to an average, is re- 
ported 68, and the prospect 35, The propor- 
tion of the crop now standing, that was sown 
in the fall, is, in north Georgia, 11 per cent; in 
middle Georgia, 19; in southwest Georgia, 22; 
in east Georgia, 38, and in southeast Georgia, 
71, The condition and prospect of the crop is 
nine points better than was the report of last 
year at this time, 

| WHEAT ACREAGE. 

The acreage, compared to the average acre- 
age of this crcp, is reperted 78 per cent, and 
the prospect 92, 

The acreage agrees with that of last year, 
and the prospect in north and middle Georgia, 
to which the crop is mainly confined, is very 
much higher than that of last year at this 
time. 

COTTON PROSPECTS, 

Cotton does not show such a flattering state 
of affairs.. 

The acreage is, in north Georgia, 101, in 
middie and southwest Georgia, 9, in east 
Georgia, 98, in southeast Georgia, 102, and in 
the whole state, 100 

The prospect ef the crop is reported in north 
Georgia, 99, middle Georgia, 87, in southwest 
Georgia and in east Georgia, 92, and in south- 
east Georgia, 90. 

In north Georgia 16 percent of the crop was 
up on the firat of this month, in middle Geor- 
gia, 24, in southwest Georgia, 62, in east 
Georgia, 57, and in southeast Georgia, 75 por 
cent, making about 46 per cent of the whole 
crop of the state. 

There has been little rain since the planut- 
ing, and in consequence there is only about 
four-fifths of a good stand, in the portion of 
the crop now up. 

The prospect, notwithstanding; is reported 
as high as that of last year at this date. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

There is a decided increase in the acreage of 
sugar cane, rice, clover and grasses over that 
of last year. This amounts, with sugar cane, 
to about 20 per cent, with rice to about 6 per 
cent, and with clover and grasses to 7 per ceut. 

THE FRUIT CROP. 

The peach crop is nearly an entire failure in 
no1th and middle Georgia. In southern and 
southwest Georgia there is a prospect of about 
ahalfcrop, and in other southern section; 
somewhat lees than a half crop. The prospect 
of the apple erop is reported about two-thirds 
of an average; that of the pear about one-third, 
The prospect for the grape crop is reported ‘5, 
or nearly a full crop.

A cheap blue cowhide has taken a prom‘nent 
part in the Atwuocd-Burke trouble. 
Esr'y yesterday morning Mr. Atwood, while 
enjoying his hot rolls and coffee perused in TuE 
CONSTITUTION the communication from the 
Gate City Guard and the cards by Captain 
Burke and Mr, E. B, Wilson, Tae severe lan- 
guage used in two of the papers was not at all 
pleasant to the editor, and when he left home 
his nerves were somewhat out of tune, 
Mr. Atwood hurried from his home to his 
office and calling his men about him gave in- 
structions to each as usual touching the day’s 
work.

Captain Burke bears no mark at all indi- 
caiive cf the affray. In a few minutes after it 
was Over he was as smiling and pleasant as 
ever. The abrasion upon his cheek is not one 
mace in the fight. It is not at all like a blow, 
unlces & blow trom the fist. Heis not at all 
unessy abuut the matter. 

Mr. Atwood was notatall hurt. On the back 
of his band is a smal! scratch, made, probably, 
when the two grappled. In the aifray the but- 
tons were torn from his vest and his clothing 
disarranged. 

THE RUMORS INCORRECT. 

The affray created an intense sensation 
throughout the city. The members of the 
Guaid were considerably wrought up by it, but 
after bearing the statements of eye witnesses 
were thoroughly satisfied at the manner in 
which Captain Burke had acquitted himsolf, 

During the evening it was curreat!y ramor- 
ed that a committee of some kind had called 
at the Capitol office to notify Mr. Atwood to 
leave townin twelve hours. Rumors of the 
call, or intended call, reached Chief Connolly, 
who detailed an cflicerto remain near the 
Capitcl office to prevent any trouble. Attempts 
totrace the rumors, however, failed, anda 
careful investigation indicated that the rumor 
probably grew outof the excitement of the 
oceesicn. 

The Guard met at the armory last night, and 
there the rumor was wholly denied. The 
members of the company denied avy knowl- 
edge of it. The difficulty between their cap- 
tain aud Mr. Atwood was discussed, and every 
member cf the company was of the opinion 
that the captain had amply protected himself 
when assaulted. 

MR, BAIN AND HIS FRIENDS. 


There was more feeling against Mr. Atwood - 


on account of the publication concerning Mr. 
Donald M. Bainthan concerning the affair with 
Captain Burke. Captain Barke had published 
in reteliation to Atwood’s repeated articles a 
severe card, while Mr. Bain had done nothing 
except order the paper stopped. The attack on 
him was so thorougbly unjust and un:zalled for 
thet it aroused a great deal of in- 
dignation. Mr. Bain was approached 
constantly dur'ng the day by friends who 
urged that be aliow them to take the matierin 
hand. The retaliation suggested by them was 
very severe. Mr. Bain declined, however, to 
sllow his friends to proceed, saying he, of 
course, would take no action in the matter and 
did not desire any one else todoso. If it had 
not been fcr Mr. Bain’s attitude touching the 
sfiair his friends would have taken severe 
steps.

The rents 
have been behind in paying the last thraa divi- 
dends, and I haveadvanecd the balauce with- 
out interest orthanks,athing I will not do 
in the future. There cannot be a July divi- 
dend for the resson that there has been a fa'l- 
ing off in rents. That can‘t be helped and no 
one can be blamed.”
